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Fischer To Speak 
Here Tomorrow 


Louis Fischer, well-known col- 
umnist, author and editor, will 
speak tomorrow evening at George 
Washington hall on the things ob- 
served by him during his recent 
extensive tour through Several war 
zones. He has just returned from a 
two-month stay in India, and an 
extensive tour through the Middle 
Kast. In France when war broke 
out in 1939, he remained there un- 
til that country’s fall, when he went 
to England. 


Mr. Fischer has known Pandit 
Nehru, president of the All-India 
Congress, for many years, and 
through him, was introduced to 
Mohandas Gandhi. He is the only 
American correspondent ever to 
have spent a week with Gandhi as 
his house guest. 


In his lecture here Mr. Fischer 
will report on his talks with Gand- 
hi and his arguments with him on 
various political questions arising 
out of the present crisis. Mr. Fisch- 
er is convinced that an effective 
compromise can be worked out pro- 
Viding the British will give the In- 
dian leaders normal political con- 
trol of their country. The British 
and the United Nations may, he 
quotes Gandhi ag having told him, 
keep military control of the coun- 
ty, keep control of supply routes, 
borts and other such services and 
areas essential to the conduct of 
the war.

Third Average Fuel Needs; 
Sale of Six Types of Footwear Frozen Till Monday 


The serious shortage of fuel oil, 
and the failure to convert to coal 
by the majority of householders, 
has finally necessitated putting in- 
to effect a coupon rationing sys- 
tem. Rationing will-be on the basis 
of a 33 1-3 percent cut, or a de- 
livery of two-thirds of normal fuel 
oil consumption. 

It must be emphasized, however, 
that the 33 1-3 percent is a mini- 
mum and overall figure, and indi- 
vidual rations will be set within 
such a range that the reduction, for 
many individuals, will be much 
larger. 

Fuel oil dealers will register at 
the local rationing board office this 
coming Monday. Individual con- 
Sumers will register at the local 
schools in the period between Oc- 
tober 12 and 20: the exact dates 
and places have not yet been fi- 
nally determined. 

Separate application forms will 
be distributed for private dwellings 
up to and including three families; 
four families and up, and also for 
heating offices, stores, commercial 
buildings; industrial, commercial 
and governmental uses; and domes- 
tic and institutional cooking, light- 
ing purposes and agricultural ma- 
chinery.
